dignity should venture on tha atrcet 
after nightfall at Kermes time lest 
he :bo .swept from the sidewalk or 
made prisoner by tha crowds of girls, 
who, 'hand .In hand, rush along the 
narrow thoroughfares laughing and • 
singing and with small regard for hu- 
man obstacles In their path. But It Is 
all a good-natured prank—the', more 
remarkable when It Is Indulged In by 
a people ao habitually serious and 
domestic • as. the Dutch—and . afforda 
an Interesting experience for th* alien 
If he will take It In good part. 


Some of Uio features of the Kermea 


at Its best are characterized by rare 
beauty. 
This la . true of the fancy 


'dancea which are executed by groups 
of young men and •women from vari- 
ous 'localities, each vying with the 
other In the aplandor of then- cos- 
tumes, the Intricate movement*-of the 
dance and tha perfection .of the exe- 
cution.

ians .was not leas remarkablo but the 
local band hud been practicing for 
the event-for more taun .a w*ek In 
adx'ance nnd consequently 'waa.. prob- 
ably "tuned up" In every aena*. Prob- 
ably the most surprising feature of 
thu. Kermes dancing at; the moat pic- 
turesque village In Holland la that it Is 
seldom that a dancer la a»en on .the 
floor with, a -jartner of ..the opposite 
sex.' For the most part th« young men 
dance together and the young women 
do the same.- 
How.completely the Dutch people 


change .their .character at Kermes time 
Is nlpgularly well attested by^ the 
gambling spirit that 13 everywhere . 
manifest. To be sure It U not specula- 
tion of very disastrous possibilities in- 
asmuch an tho games of chance are oil, 
operated on the basis of a modest cost 
to tho participants, but It 1« a feverish- 
ly eager throng which crowds around 
each such booth. And the Fmall.boya 
are the worst. The "grand prliea" In , 
those lotteries for Juveniles are uxually 
slices of cake or, some other delicacy 
and the 'youngsters who have taken 
chances hang upon each verdict o!

standing 'tho net embrace*, all. of-a 
particular ' class, yet Iftho subcct Is one 
not within tho-purposca of classifica- 
tion, tho law 1* special.—Tho basis of 
nil cuuwlflcatlon Is a difference: In 
conditions. When difference hi condi- 
tions exists lo an extent that curtain 
political subdivision* 
would' be. •ex- 


pressed by goncrnl laws required for 
the welfnro'!or convenlonco of certain 
other subdivision*, classification may 
be resorted to 
to 
provide 
proper 


legislation for each. 
When no such 


difference oxlsts, classification Is never 
allowed." In Commonwealth v. Mc- 
Afee, 233 I'a. 36, the thought I* de- 
veloped by Mr. Justice Moschxiaker 
thut chustticuilun must rust not only 
upon a plain distinction In Iho 'sub- 
ject* clnsslllcd, but that It must have a, 
substantial reason back of It amount- 
Ing to moro than a, mere convenience, 
that It must bo a natural classifica- 
tion, and that It must be one made 
necessary by existing condition*. 


In Oottitchnll v. Campbell, S34 Pa. 


347, 
It wa* said by Mr. Justice Potter- 
"It Is n cardinal principle In tho con- 
Mtrucllon of constitutions that tho 
language Is to 
bu Interpreted 'In

Applying this, prin- 


ciple of construction 
to 
the 
pro- 


.visions of, tho constitution 'that., all 
IAW* regulating tho holding of elec- 
.tlotm by.the citizens shall bo unforrn 
'throughout the *late, and to the prohi- 
bition that the xcneral 'assembly shall 
not pas* nny. local or special law for 
tho opening and. conducting ot-elec- 
tlons. In tho light given by tho decis- 
ions of tho highest judicial tribunal of 
the'state, wo nru without hesitation In 
holding, ax we now do. that thn non- 
partisan ballot feature* contained In 
article XII, of the net of Juno 27,. 1913 
(No. 367). urn unconstitutional and 
void. 
-We are of the opinion that 
those features of Die act do not con- 
stltuto. legislation regulating any. of 
the municipal affairs of cltle*; of tho 
third class, or relating to the 'jorportitc 
powers of cities of that class, or hav- 
ing resp**ct to lhi> number, character, 
powers or duties of iho 
corporate 


olllcers thereof, and that thero are no 
mien plain, natural and 
ncccnsary 


distinctions, or manifest peculiarities, 
among tho political subdivisions of 
Ihn state AS will warrant thn applica- 
tion of those features of tho .act to 
cltle* of tho third class and not to tho 
other political subdivisions of tlio state 
of the constitutional provisions Invoked 
agnlnst them.. Of course a general 
constitutional provisional that

times In .all' third class cities.'.when 
clly and county officer* iiro to .be.. 
elected at the'samo time. If n spoclut 
method 'of nomlnatltiK .and blocllng. 
oltlcers, In'.thlrd class cities- may^bo; 
fimtnlftliVed under tho constftutlony it 
Is 'hard' to flee why unothcr and n'rdf- 
ferent inctliod niay not be adoptcd'in' 
cities of the second cluas and another 
In 'clllea 'of tho'llrst class, another.Jn 
coiiluleu hhd nnothar In - .b'oroughs, 
another iind a dlfforcnt one In ouch of 
the townships of the UI-HI and .second 
classes and the tichool districts ot the 
second, third and fourth, classes; ami 
another In the state nt large.'.
